Castered load carriers are the backbone of a fast- 
moving handling system developed by Ritter Com- 
pany, Inc., Rochester. 

The company’s line of surgical and dental equip- 
ment is handled by castered equipment in just about 
every stage of manufacture. 

During machining, certain parts with milled sur- 
faces must be handled one-at-a-time through as many 
as 16 separate machining operations. Dental chair 
head-rest slides, for example, are put on a specially 
designed caster truck when they start out from the 
stock room. At each of the 16 machining stations 
they pass through, the parts are taken from the 
truck’s slots and replaced after mechining. Close tol- 
erance surfaces are protected by this kid glove treat- 
ment, 

The truck’s two sides carry 360 pieces. The bottom

row is 24 inches from the floor so that workers 
have a minimum of stooping. Mounted on four six- 
inch swivel casters, the load can easily be positioned 
by machining operators. 

In the painting and finishing department, parts are 
moved on Ritter-designed steel rack trucks. Painted 
parts are hung on steel rods which are slid into 
position on the angle-iron racks of the truck. Layers 
are four to five high in each of two sections: up to 
200 parts can be suspended in one truck. A complete 
rod of parts is spray-painted at one time on a rotating 
hook fixture. 

This rack is mounted on 12-inch steel wheels; its 
super-structure is 50 inches high. Usually, it is di- 
vided into two sections 32 inches long. Closely spaced 
angle iron racks permit vertical adjustment of rods 
according to the size of the parts. This truck carries

After final adjust- 
ments have been made on the delicate machines, 
they are knocked down for shipment. Another 
clever truck was worked up by Ritter to handle 
the knocked down machines. This truck is much 
like the one used on the assembly fixtures; its 
wooden superstructure carries the sub-assemblies 
of two X-ray machines. Its casters are rubber- 
tired to cushion the machines during their trip.

These Conveyors Eliminate In-Pla 


Are you faced with the problem of moving out- 
going merchandise from the second floor of your 
building to a rail or truck dock located at ground level 
some distance away? This can mean heavy traffic 
through the plant and often additional strain on over- 
worked elevators. While this newly installed conveyor 
system solved the problem of handling mail bags, it is 
just as applicable for cartoned, bagged or crated items.

Formerly, mail bags weighing up to 100 lb. each 
were transported across the busy first floor, then 
through the basement to a shipping dock. Each bag 
had to be individually handled as many as three times. 
It required about 24 manhours to load an average mail 
car—as many as 2600 bags constitute a load. Out- 
going publications used to pile up in the shipping 
department. Since incoming material was also re- 
ceived at the same dock, confusion and congestion 
were great problems. Wasted time and undue phys- 
ical effort were likewise of great concern to the com- 
pany. 

The conveyor system has eliminated the excess 
handling, while the construction of a new dock, for 
shipping only, has done away with confusion and con- 
gestion. The conveyor starts in the shipping depart- 
ment located at one end of the plant, travels through 
a wall, then, inside a metal housing, descends to a 
shed on the dock. Here a chute and two belt con-

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The Controlled Materials Plan 


It goes back to work July Ist. Here’s how it operates 


During World War II a Controlled Materials Plan 
was set up to get short-supply materials into the plants 
that needed them most for defense work. 

The plan worked pretty well. Manufacturers wanted 
it to work, and they helped make it work. 

Now CMP is being hauled out of mothballs to help 
industry meet Washington’s zillion dollar get-ready 
program. 

On July 1, CMP goes into effect again. Here’s how 
it works: 

CMP attempts to control three metals—steel, cop- 
per and aluminum—with the idea that if these are 
controlled all other materials will be, too. 


You’re Either “A” or “B” 

As in War II, products programmed under CMP 
fall into two categories: “A” products and “B” pro- 
ducts. 

Producers of “A” products get their production au- 
thorizations and material allotments from their cus- 
tomers. A prime contractor’s customer is a Govern- 
ment agency. A subcontractor’s customer is a prime 
contractor or another subcontractor. 

If you make “A” products, you'll get DO prefer- 
ence so that you can prod your suppliers—the people 
making defense-supporting “B” items. Every CMP 
allotment of materials for a product will have its own 
allotment number. You put this number on your 
order form. 

NPA’s recent Regulation 1 on CMP carried this 
warning: once NPA has okayed a production sched- 
ule and its allotment for you, you cannot go out and 
buy more material than it takes to make the stuff 
you're scheduled for. And you can’t place an order 
for controlled material that would give you an in- 
ventory beyond the limit for that material set by 
NPA. 

Regulation 1 says that if CMP orders have been 
piled on you for more than you can put out, as a 
supplier of “B” items to an “A” manufacturer, you 
can turn down the orders. When you do, the manu- 
facturer who placed them is supposed to appeal to 
his NPA industry division (or the government agency 
handling its problems). 
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The “B” list programs will include certain products 
for which it is easiest to give authorizations directly to 
the producer. This list will include civilian-type pro- 
ducts, industrial machinery and equipment, and com- 
ponents which are needed for defense. Producers on 
the “B” list will get their authorizations and allot- 
ments from their NPA Industry Division. NPA plans 
to decentralize CMP as soon as it can—probably 
within a couple of months after it gets rolling. Then 
most producers will work with local NPA offices, as 
in World War II. 


Not Just a Priority Scheme 


CMP is not just a priority system. The difference is 
this: a priority system operates only so long as the 
priorities issued cover less material than is available. 
CMP balance needs against supply. In theory, at least, 
it never promises more materials than can be de- 
livered. 


CMP has the advantage of cutting down the need 
for centralized planning and supervision by sticking 
to the normal chain of command in industry. Most of 
the responsibility for getting out the scheduled pro- 
duction is left to industry. It will be up to you, as a 
bazooka manufacturer or a jet engine manufacturer 
or a messkit manufacturer, to parcel out controlled 
materials to your subcontractors. Only exceptions will 
be certain common components which are in such 
great demand that NPA will set up special programs 
to keep them available. 


For the time being, CMP will be limited to defense 
production and a few special programs making de- 
fense-supporting items. NPA figures there should be a 
“substantial balance” of the three controlled metals 
left for non-defense work. 


If you're affected by CMP, you will have plenty of 
time to get ready for it. All the forms, operating in- 
structions and official “B” list will be released shortly.
